CONG. COLMER . 
SAYS “TIGHTEN REINS 
ON FOREIGN POLICY” 


Gulfport - Congressman William 
M. Colmer called for tightening 
the rein on U. S. foreign Policy 
Friday night in an address at the 
installation of officers of the Pas- 
cagoula Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

Wilbur Dees, chancery clerk of 
Jackson County and a former ma- 
jor with overseas service during 
World War II, introduced the 
South Mississippi Congressman to 
the group. 

Mr. Colmer decried the waste 
of over 100 billion dollars in the 
government’s attempt "to buy 
friends overseas.” The Congress- 
man said his support of a firm 
foreign policy is the result of his 
experience as chairman of the 
House Post-War Planning Commit- 
tee. 

He said the tactics of the United 
States' foreign policy have resulted 
in such animosities as "a two-bit 
beatnick thumbing his nose just 
90 miles away at the most power- 
ful nation in the world." 

"Congressman Colmer said the 
U. S. is spreading too thin all over 
the world. “The Communists fol-

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WEED CONTROL 

On pastures of grass and lespe- 
deza you can spray with 1 pound 
of 2, 4-D per acre and get many 
times the cost in extra pastures 
growth. No damage will be done 
to the grass or lespedeza if not 
over 1 pound of 2, 4D is used. 
You will kill bitter weeds, goat 
weeds, cypress weeds and some 
other weeds at this time of year. 
Weed control is a major problem 


pay its best returns on pastures 
unless weed are controlled. If pas- 
tures are well . fertilized there 
won't be as, many weeds as on un- 
fertilized pastures. 


GET RID OF BROOMSEDGE 

This is the second method to 
move broomsedge. Apply 1 ton of 
lime and plow the area. Fallow 
until September and plant winter 
grazing and fertilize pretty highly. 
If you really want to move all the 
broomsedge on an area, plant a 
summer temporary grazing the 
next year after spring grazing is 
gone and put the area back into 
winter grazing again. Then put 
back into permanent pastures. 
Broomsedge will disappear and 
stay away as long as fertilization 
and good management are prac- 
ticed. One planting to winter graz- 
ing will move most. of the broom- 
sedge in one year if fertilization 
is kept up and good management 
is practices. 


SIDE DRESS CORN 

Sidedress corn with 60 to 90 
pounds of available nitrogen per 
acre as required to bring total ni- 
trogen to 120 units and lay it by 
when it reaches the  knee-high 
stage. On good land where you 
have 12,000 or more stalks per 
acre, you can use the high ferti- | 
lizer rate  profitably. High rates 
of nitrogen are necessary to pro-! 
duce 80 to 100 bushels of corn per 
acre.
